around 50 of the 
draftees were volunteers at the 
draft boards,’* Colonel Schwartz 
pointed out. 
A total of nearly 6,000 males 
registered at the state’s 137 draft 
hoard In November, bringing the 
Texas selective service registra­ 
tion to approximately. 
Tile draft 
board at Anson handles registra­ 
tion* for Jones, Shackelford and 
Haskell Counties. 
The federal draft law requires 
males to register on their eigh­ 
teenth birthday or within 
five 
day* thereafter. 
Penal tty, upon 
conviction, for failure to register 
or for otherwise evading the draft 
law, Is up to five years in prison 
or up to 310,000 fine or both. 
Under present regulation*, no 
male can be drafted before his 
twenty-second birthday, unless he 
volunteer*, or is declared delin­ 
quent by a hoard for failure to 
observe thp law in some manner. 
Texas draft board* had only 
eight men physically and mentally 
examined in November and are 
requesting examination of very 
few In December. 
Approval ha* 
been given for examination of sev- 
ei a1 thousand in January.

T h e comprehensive, 
up-dated 
plan of development of the Brazos 
River Authority covers a drainage 
area of 35,380 squrae miles lying 
through the Caprock, in the High 
Plains, to the Gulf.

Ready-Made Clothes Can Be Simple

Mending children's ready-made 
clothes can he a problem, particu­ 
larly if you need a mending piece 
When this occurs, pockets often 
can 
be garment savers. 
When 
your son wears out the elbows or 
macs his shirt, use the pocket to 
p*teh. 
A wool shirt seem# to he one of 
the tJ pcs which co out at the el 
hows when the rest of the shir 
still is rood. 
Often these hi 
two p*x*kets 
Then they can be 
applied ta the outside of the el' 
to look as if they were originally 
part of the shirt style 
If the 
shirt Is plaid, apply the patch on 
the bias. 
Pajamas often need to be mend­ 
ed. 
Again the pocket is right 
there to give you a good patch 
Or if a pillow fight has developed 
a real tear, shorten the legs and 
use that material. 
If cuffs are worn on a shirt or 
the tear is near the cuff placket, 
you may want to make a s h irt­ 
sleeve shirt of it 
This is another

Higher wages are partly respon­ 
sible for the continued rise In per­ 
sonal incomes.

All In all. coming months should 
ihow a modest improvement over 
the lows of the summer months.

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Delay in Filing for 
Disability Insurance 
Benefit Can Be Costly 


Tardiness sometimes merly in­ 
conveniences the one who is late, 
but there are occasions when be­ 
ing late can he more costly, ac­ 
cording to R. R. Tuley Jr., district 
manager for the Social Security 
Administration at Abilene. 
"A late shopper for Christmas 
gifts can still find something or 
other even the day after Christ­ 
mas, and missing a train or bus 
doesn't mean there won t be an­ 
other one along a little later," 


remarks Tuley, “hut missing the 
December 31 deadline for filing 
for disability Insurance benefit 
can mean a real loss, not just an 
inconvenience.” 
Effective with January I. 1958, 
benefits under the disability In­ 
surance provisions of the social 
security act can start no earlier 
than for the month in which for­ 
mal application is filed. 
Tuley 
stated that up through December 
31, 1957, a claim for disability in­ 
surance benefits can result in 
hack-dating payments to July of 
1957. 
He suggests that all dis­ 
abled persons aged 50 or over 
check the following requirements 


and make every effort to get n 
claim filed before January I, 1958: 
1958: 
1. The 
disability 
must ha\e 
started at least six months ago. 
2. It must be so severe that 
substantial gainful sctivity is im­ 
possible. 
S. The disabled 
person 
must 
have had five years of social se­ 
curity credits out of the IO years 
just 
before 
becoming disabled, 
and at least one and one-half 
years of such credits out of the 
three years before onset of the 
disability. 
4. The disability must he 
one 
that can be medically determined.

High Blindness Incidence Say Doctors 


Tho Irreplaceable gift ct tight 
in being lost to one American ev­ 
ery 20 minutes, advise officials 
of the State Health Department 
in a release to The Herald. 
If that figure—estimated by the 
National Society for the Preven­ 
tion of Blindness—holds true for 
all population segment# through­ 
out the United States, if means 
four Texans are being visited by 
sightlessness every day. 
Even as you read thia, some 
man, woman or child is standing 
on the brink of a life of perma­ 
nent darkness, about to Join the 
300,000 Americans who are al­ 
ready enduring the bleak enormity 
of blindness. 
More than 14,000 of the 800,000 
Americans currently 
blind 
are 
Texans, according to official esti­ 
mates. 
W hat cause* blindness? 
There 
are three major contributing fac­ 
tors; Disease, accidents and neg­ 
lect. 
Blindness brought on through 
neglect really I# no worse than 
that caused by an accident or 
disease. 
But somehow it seems 
worse. 
It’s so unnecessary. 
If all children were given a 
thorough eve examination 
prior 
to entering school for the flrsf 
tinip. and if ail visual defects 
were corrected or placed under 
treatm ent at that time, a major 
step in the prevent of bl foxiness 
in childhood would be taken, de­ 
clares Dr. Henry A. Holle, state 
health commissioner. 


But a single examination ie not 
enough. 
A child grows quickly 
Hit eyes, like every other body 
organ, are constantly changing 
Sometimes the change Is a defect. 
At least half of all cases of 
blindness occurring from year to 
year could be prevented through 
use of the sight-saving knowledge 
at hand. For example, some 300,- 
000 industrial accident1? occur each 
year, 1,500 of them resulting in 
permanent blindness. 
The mere 
use of goggles would cut these 
figures to negligible proportions. 
As far aa disease-caused blind­ 
ness ii concerned, modern surgi­ 
cal methods now restore or im­ 
prove vision in 19 of 20 cases of 
cataract, 
the 
leading cause of 
blindness in the United States. 
When parents or teachers ob­ 
serve a child holding reading mat­ 
ter closer than the normal 14 
inches from his face, tilting his 
head while reading, or constantly 
blinking, all responsible 
health 
authorities agree it should be in­ 
terpreted a# a sign of impending 
eye trouble. 
Other conditions which may 
indicate eye trouble are crossed 
eyes, frequent etyes and head­ 
aches, red-rimmed or encrusted 
eyelid# or persistent watering of 
either eye.

Yuletide health hints ere ap­ 
propriate just now, my health 
officials, who make these sug­ 
gestions: 
With the Yuletide season ap­ 
proaching 
and the prospect of 
many tasty, delightful dishes In 
mind, let us not forget the possi­ 
bility of food poisoning and its 
rather 
drastic 
resits. 
Cleanli­ 
ness and adequate refrigeration 
are the keynotes in the prevention 
of such an unhappy occurrence. 
Most food poisoning is caused by 
infection of certain types of bac­ 
teria which grow rapidly under 
favorable conditions, such a* high 
temperature and high humidity. 
This infection may come from 
dirty hands, utensils, 
flies, up- 
dents, infected food materials or 
contaminated water. 
"Food should be purchased in 
a fresh state and consumed while 
still fresh. 
If food is allowed to 
stands hours before serving and 
at 
high tem peratures, good cul­ 
ture media for bacteria results. 
Therefore, refrigeration is a ne­ 
cessity. 
If food must tie prepared 
in advance of use, it should be 
conked thoroughly and kept re­ 
frigerated Indow f>0 degrees until 
u^ed 
In general, milk, ice cream 
and dairy' products should conic 
from approved so*frees,* say the 
In‘aith officials.

Poinsettia Introduced 
To America by Early

The poinsettia, “The Christmas 
Plant," takes its name from a 
b r i t bant American 
statesman. 
Joel Robert Poinsett. 
Poinsett was U. S. ambassador 
to Mexico and a friend to several 
American presidents, yet he had 
achieved Ma principal fame by in­ 
troducing this Mexican plant to 
American botanists.

If the nation's drivers continue 
to “back the attack on traffic 
accidents” America may have onp 
of its safest and happiest Christ­ 
mases, the National Safety Coun­ 
cil said this week in a release to 
U te Herald. 
In launching: its annual Christ­ 
mas safety campaign, the council 
said the traffic trend ic encourag­ 
ing—but it. also warned that high­ 
way accidents and deaths reach 
their peak at Christmas time. 
Durnig the first nine months of 
this year traffic deaths dropped 
three per cent from the same 
period for Hie previous year—a 
laving of 800 lives. 
‘If drivers can maintain this 
raie of improvement, more than 
1,000 lives can bt saved on the 
h.ghwav in 1957,'' pointed out the 
council.

The success if the “back the 
attack.on traffic accidents” cam­ 
paign in its first year has led the 
council to extend it through 1958. 
The purpose of the campaign is to 
encourage public officials to step 
up the attack on traffic accidents 
and to stimulate acceptance of 
personal responsibility for safety. 
Speed is a large factor in Yule­ 
tide accidents, the council said. 
It increases the chances of an acci­ 
dent, and it also decreases

draftees were volunteers at the 
draft boards,’’ Colonel Schwartz 
pointed out. 
A total of nearly 6,000 males 
registered at the state’s 137 draft 
board In November, bringing the 
Texas selective service registra­ 
tion to approximately. 
Tile draft 
hoard at Anson handles registra­ 
tions for Jones, Shackelford and 
Haskell Counties. 
The federal draft law requires 
males to register on their eigh­ 
teenth birthday or within 
five 
days thereafter. 
Penally, upon 
conviction, for failure to register 
or for otherwise evading the draft 
law, U up to five years in prison 
or up to $10,000 fine or both. 
Under present regulations, no 
male can be drafted before his 
twenty-second birthday, unless he 
volunteers, or Is declared delin­ 
quent by a board for failure to 
observe the law in some manner. 
Texas draft boards had only 
eight men physically and mentally 
xamined in November and are 
requesting examination of very 
few in December. 
Approval has 
been given for examination of sev­ 
eral thousand in January.

High Blindness Incidence Say Doctors 


The Irreplaceable 83ft of sight 
is being lost to one American ev­ 
ery 20 minutes, advise 
officials 
of the State H ealth Departm ent 
in a release to The Herald. 


If that figure- estim ated by the 
National Society for the Preven­ 
tion of Blindness— holds true for 
all population segm ents through­ 
out the United State*, if means 
four Texans are being visited by 
sightlessness every day. 


Even as 
you read this, some 
man. woman or child Is standing 
on the brink of a life of perma­ 
nent darkness, about to Join the 
300,000 Americans 
who 
are al­ 
ready enduring the bleak enormity 
of blindness. 


More than 14,000 of the 300,000 
Americans 
currently 
blind 
are 
Texans, according to official esti­ 
m ates. 
W hat causes blindness? 
There 
are three major contributing fac­ 
tors: Disease, accidents and neg­ 
lect. 
Blindness 
brought on through 
neglect really is no w orse than 
that 
caused by an 
accident or 
disease. 
But som ehow It 
seem s 
worse. 
It’s so unnecessary. 
If 
all children w ere 
given a 
thorough eye exam ination 
prior 
to entering school for the firsf 
time, and 
lf all visual 
defects 
w ere corrected or placed under 
treatm ent at that time, a major 
step in the prevent of blindness 
in childhood would be taken, de­ 
clares Dr. Henry A. Holle, state 
health commissioner. 


But a single examination I* not 
enough. 
A child grows quickly 
His eyes, like every’ other body 
organ, are constantly changing 
Som etim es the change is a defect. 
At least half of 
all cases of 
blindness occurring from year to 
year could be prevented through 
use of the sight-saving knowledge 
at. hand. 
For example, some 300 - 
GOO industrial accidents occur each 
year, 1,500 of them resulting in 
permanent blindness. 
The m ere 
use of goggles would cut these 
figures to negligible proportions. 


A* far a* disease-caused blind­ 
ness Is concerned, modern surgi­ 
cal method* now restore or im ­ 
prove vision in 19 of 20 eases of 
cataract, 
th e 
leading cause 
of 
blindness in the United States. 


When parents or teachers ob­ 
serve a child holding reading m a t­ 
ter closer 
than the normal 
14 
inches from his face, tilting his 
head while reading, or constantly 
blinking, 
all 
responsible 
health 
authorities agree it should be in­ 
terpreted as a sign of impending 
eye trouble. 


Other conditions which m ay 
indicate eye trouble are crossed 
eyes, 
frequent 
styes and head­ 
aches, red-rimmed or 
encrusted 
eyelids or persistent watering of 
either eye.

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Health Officials Warn 
Holiday Feasters to 
Keep Foods Healthful 


Yuletide health hints are ap­ 
propriate just now, 
say 
health 
officials, 
who make these sug­ 
gestions: 
With the Yuletide season 
ap­ 
proaching 
and the prospect 
of 
many tasty, delightful dishes In 
mind, let us not forget the possi­ 
bility of food poisoning and its 
rather 
drastic 
resits. 
Cleanli­ 
ness and adequate refrigeration 
are the keynotes rn the prevention 
of such an unhappy occurrence. 
Most food poisoning is caused by 
infection of certain types of bac­ 
teria which grow rapidly under 
favorable conditions, such a* high 
temperature and high humidity. 
This infection may come from 
dirty 
hands, 
utensils, 
flics, ro­ 
dents. infected food materials or 
contaminated water. 


"Food should l>e purchased in 
a fresh state and consumed while 
still fre*,h. 
If food is allowed to 
stands hours lief ore serving and 
at 
high tem peratures, good cul­ 
ture media for bacteria results. 
Therefore, refrigeration is a ne­ 
cessity 
If food must t>e prepared 
in advance of use, it should be 
cooked thoroughly and kept re­ 
frigerated lielow 50 degrees until 
used 
In general, milk, ice cream 
and dairy products should come 
from approved sources,** say the 
health officials.
